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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the 
rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 73 and 81 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being antcipated by Hajimiri et al(cited by 
applicant-IEEE Solid State Circuits, May 1999). 

The reference by Hajimiri et al discloses an oscillator (see figure 5 and p. 719,part B.) 
having cross-coupled, frequency dependent feedback amplifier, where 
MOSFET(NMOS (lower pair)and PMOS) are implemented. As noted an attenuating 
device including tail capacitor as well as the LC tank capacitor is disclosed. Inductor(L) 
and capacitor(C) are shown. Finally, current sources(biasing) is represented by(ltail). 
(See p. 720, second col. last three lines where flicker noise is discussed-page 721). The 
sizing of the cross-coupled NMOS and PMOS mitigates/attenuates the 1/f noise that 
maybe upconverted to affect phase noise. The method steps being inherent. Also, the

intended use of such method steps for designing an RF communication device not 
being given any patentable weight. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 74- 80 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be allowable if 
rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

4. Claims 68-72 are allowed. 

No suggestion for the attenuating device characteristic such that the fundamental frequency is from approximately 
10-20 times a high pass bandwidth... is suggested along with all else claimed.
